A Guide to Archives and Manuscripts 
in the United States attempts to provide 
in convenient form for ready reference a 
guide to manuscripts and archival mate- 
rial in historical societies, libraries, archi- 
val agencies, and other organizations in 
the United States. It was compiled by 
the staff of the National Historical Pub- 
lications Commission, which was estab- 
lished by Congress “to cooperate with and 
encourage other agencies, both govern- 
mental and nongovernmental, in collect- 
ing, preserving, and publishing papers 
important for an understanding and ap- 
preciation of the history of the United 
States.”—Preface. Compiled under the 
editorship of Philip M. Hamer, the Com- 
mission’s Executive Director, the present 
guide provides information about some 
1,300 depositories in this country, Puerto 
Rico, and the Canal Zone.

The organization of the Guide to Ar- 
chives is by entry for individual deposito- 
ries. Entries are arranged alphabetically 
by name of depository under the states, 
cities, and towns in which depositories 
are located. An Index of 132 pages follows 
the description of the depository holdings. 

Information given for each depository 
includes name and address, name and 
title of the person to whom communica- 
tion should be addressed, a general state- 
ment of field of interest, and some indica- 
tion of the size of the holdings. This in- 
formation is followed by a listing of 





groups of papers considered to be of spe- 
cial interest. Papers of important indi- 
viduals are named, and indication is made 


| of special subjects covered by the papers 
| in individual depositories. References to

The listings of papers of individuals and

guide. “The papers of individuals are 
named, as a general rule, when the person 
concerned has been of sufficient impor- 
stance to have had a bibliographical sketch 
included in the Dictionary of American 
Biography, or, for recent years, in Who’s 
Who in America, or in comparable sources 
of biographical information, and when the 
quantity of papers amounts to some fifty 


| items.”—Introduction. The description of 


papers of individuals usually contains the 
following information: the name of the 
individual, country or state(s) where he 
was active, his occupation or main 


| achievements, and inclusive dates covered 


by the papers in the possession of the de- 
pository, plus the number of pieces, boxes, 
or files in the collection. 

This guide, heralded as becoming the 
reference tool of prime importance in the 
field, has been awaited for several years 
by historians, archivists, and librarians.

A major value of a reference work such 


| as A Guide to Archives and Manuscripts 


in the United States lies in its index which 
should be complete, specific, and accu- 
rate. Names of individuals and subjects 
cited in the guide are listed in the Index, 
but examination of Ar, Le, and Si index 
entries and of cross references in A, L, 
and S shows that even though the Index 
is reasonably complete, there are many 
instances where the Index is not suffi- 
ciently specific or accurate. For example,
